April pick-up for storm’s fallen branches 


WILMINGTON - Wondering what 
to do with all of those branches that 
broke off the trees in your yard dur- 
ing the storms we've had this 
month? 

Worry not. All throughout April, 
the Department of Public Works 
has scheduled a series of pick-ups 
that should help lighten the load of 
branches and brush piled on your 
lawn. 

The schedule will unfold in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


trash picked up on Mondays and 


Tuesdays, then your piles of fallen 
branches and brush will be picked 
up during the week of Monday, 
April 9. 

¢ If you routinely have your trash 
picked up on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, then the DPW will pick 
up your fallen branches at points 
during the week of Monday, April 
16. 

¢ Finally, if the dump trucks nor- 
mally pass through your neighbor- 
hood on Fridays, then this time they 
will come through during the week 
of Friday, April 23 to pick up your 
fallen branches. 


This schedule means that resi- 
dents whose regular trash collec- 
tion day is Monday or Tuesday 


There are guidelines. For 
instance, the DPW will only collect 
branches that are no more than six 


should leave their branches~and-“irehes in diameter. Secondly, the 


brush for collection at their curb- 
side by 7 a.m. on Monday, April 9. 
Accordingly, those who usually 
have their garbage picked up on 
Wednesdays or Thursdays should 
have all of their branches at their 
curbside by 7 a.m. on Tuesday, 
April 17. Lastly, those who normal- 
ly put their trash at their curbside 
on Fridays should have their fallen 
branches and brush put there by 7 
a.m. on Monday, April 23.

Ready to Rumble 


The Wilmington race for selectmen this election season is 
proving to be a bit of a nail-biting game of musical chairs. 

Basically, you have one incumbent and six challengers circling 
the only two three-year seats on the Board of Selectmen that are 
available this time around. When the music stops and local voters 
go to the polls on Saturday, April 21, only two of those seven 
hopefuls will be able to sit down. ; 

On Monday, April 2, however, each of these seven candidates 
will be able to sit down when WCTV broadcasts live its annual 
Selectmen debate from the Town Hall Auditorium at 7p.m. Infact, 
they will be sitting down with a panel of three journalists -- yours 
truly among them - - who will be asking them questions about 
everything from traffic to taxes. . 

For those of you who have somehow managed to drive through 
town without seeing a single one of the signs that are spiked into 
the landscape, the seven candidates are: Stephen Costa; Scott 
Garrant; Raymond Lepore; Daryn Marsh; Robert Palmer; incum- 
bent James Rooney; and Frank West 

The format of the debate will be quite different from last year’s 
round, in which two candidates took turns answering the questions 
of an equally-numbered panel of journalists. This year, after 
elaborate planning and careful plotting, the format of the debate 
will echo the wildly popular TV series “Survivor.” A series of 
questions will be asked to the prospective selectmen, and at the 
end of each one a candidate will be voted out of the race. The 
winners do not get a million dollars, mind you, but they do get to 
help shape policy in Wilmington for years to come. 

Okay, just kidding. 

In truth, this year’s debate will take the form of a round table 
discussion, much like the ones you see on television on Sunday 
mornings. In fact, the event will be broken into two sections. 

First, the candidates will be divided into two groups, one 
featuring four of them and the other hosting three. From there, 
six ten-minute roundtable discussions will ensue, therefore giving 
each candidate a chance to participatg in three discussions. The 
conversations will be free-flowing, allowing candidates to inter- 
ject with their comments and questions as the discussion progresses.

EGG-BOUND BIRDS 


Egg binding is a common reproductive 
problem in female birds, particularly 
budgerigars, finches, canaries and cock- 
atiels, 

When egg-bound, a bird cannot expel a 
maturing egg from her birth canal. 

She may adopt a penguin-like stance. 
with legs apart and weight on her tail 

She may be unsteady on her perch and 
sit on the cage floor. You may notice 
abdominal swelling or a lump under her 
tail. 

Risk factors for egg binding include obe- 
sity, an underlying disease, exhaustion 
from laying previous eggs, or a calcium 
deficiency that decreases the muscles’ abil- 
ity to contract. 


Besides , the presence of a male 
bird, hormonal imbalances and alternating 
periods of light and dark can all stimulate 
egg production and lead to egg binding.

“Robert Shure just may be 
one of the most ubiquitous 
sculptors on New England col- 
lege campuses; notes the Tufts 
alumni news magazine. 

“Having created several 
sculptures, monuments, dedica- 
tion plaques and college seals - 
so many he doesn’t remember 
where they all are - Shure never- 
theless had a disappointment in 
his career. Students at Clark 
University, Boston College, Holy 
Cross, Northeastern, Harvard, 
Johnson & Wales, Dartmouth, 
Davidson College and scores of 
other schools could get daily 
glimpses of his work; but those 
at -his alma mater, Tufts 
University, couldn’t. This year 
that changed. 

“The 52-year-old Burlington, 
MA, artist created the bronze 
likeness of the university’s mas- 
cot, Jumbo, that holds vigil over 
Dowling Hall, the new student 
services building on the Medford 
campus. Benefactor and Trustee 
John Dowling conceived of and 
envisioned the tribute to Jumbo 
both as a distinguishing archi- 
tectural feature that clearly 
says ‘Tufts’ and as a friendly 


greeting to students crossing the 
bridge. 
“Working nearby from 


Skylight Studios in Woburn - 
home of his art and sculpting 
restoration business for the past 
10 years - Shure went through 
several sketches and attended 


| numerous meetings with the 


architect and building planning 
committee to develop a final 
concept for the verdant bronze 
head of an elephant that towers 
30 feet above the entrance of the 
new terra cotta brick building 
behind Packard Hall. 

“Too large to cast in one 
piece, the elephant ‘bust’ was 
molded and shaped in ten sepa- 
rate pieces - four for the head, 
two ears, two tusks, a mouth and 
a trunk - that were cast in 
bronze and then welded togeth- 
er. The elephant took nine 
months to create and weighs a 
ton. It measures 10 feet from ear 
to ear and extends 9 1/2 feet 
from the base to the trunk. 


“Born in Brooklyn, Shure 
studied at the New York 
Institute of Technology before 
attending graduate school in 
1970 at Tufts and the Museum of 
Fine Arts School. After gradua- 
tion he worked with well-known 
sculptors Adio Dibiccari and 
Angelo Cascieri in their Tavern 


Road studio, a stone’s throw . 


from the Museum School. 


“He was there for 15 years. At 
Tufts, Shure learned art history 
and how to plan and research 
his work. At the Museum School 
he learned the craft - the imag- 
ing, the techniques, the process- 
es for sketching portraits in 
clay, plastics and plaster, and 
for mending smiles in broken 
faces. ‘Other schools would not 
have provided the academic 
education I received at Tufts,’ 
says Shure.
